Where  one  of  the  perfons  is  defeended  from  the  other, ‘that  is,  Parents  and  Children,  viz.  j Mother  and  Sonne 

W  here  both  perfons  are  defeended  immediately  from  a  third,  that  is,  — - - Brother  and  Sifter. 

Where  one  of  the  perfons  is  defeended  from  the  Brother  or  Sijlet'  of  the  other  :  For  thefe  j  ZJncle  and  Neece. 
are  Loco  Parent  urn  &  Liber  orum, in  place  of  Parents  and  Children,  viz - - - — - [Aunt  and  Nephew, 


Hence,  by  reafon  of  Gonfanguinity,  no  Man  may  marry  his  own  Mother,  Daughter,  Sifter,  Aunt,  or  Neece, 

And,  by  the  fame  reafon,  no  oman  may  marry  her  own  Father y  Son,  Brother ,  ZJncle,  or  Nephew . 

'  II.  AFFINITY, 

^\Ffinity  depends  upon  Confanguinity,  and  fb  in  like 'manner  hinders  and  diffolves  Marriage,  vi^. 

In  what  Relation  a  Man  may  not  marry  his  own  Kinfwoman ,  in  the  fame  he  may  not  marry  his  Wifes  Kinfwoman ,  or  his 

1  Kinfmans  Wife.  And  by  the  fame  reafon. 

In  what  Relation  a  Woman  may  not  marry  her  own  Kinfman, in  the  fame  fhe  may  not  marry  her  Husbands  Kin finan, or  her 
Kinfwomans  Husband.  The  reafon  of  both  is,  becaufe  Husband  and  Wife  are  one  Flefh,  Gen.  2.  24. 

Hence,  by  reafon  of  Affinity,  no  Man  may  marry  his  Wifes  Mother ,'  or  his  Fathers  Wife  :  his  Wifes  Daughter,  or  his  Sonnes 
Wife  :  his  Wifes  Sifter,  or  his  Brothers  Wife  :  his  Wifes  Amt,  or  his  ZJncles  Wife:  his  Wifes  Neece,  or  his  Nephews  Wife. 

And  by  the  fame  reafon,  no  Woman  may  marry  her  Husbands  Father,  or  her  Mothers  Husband:  her  Husbands  Sonne,  or  her 
Daughters  Husband  :  her  Husbands  Brother,  or  her  Sifters  Husband:  her  Husbands  ZJncle,  or  her  Aunts  Husband :  her  Huf 
bands  Nephew,  or  her  Neeces  Husband. 

Where  1.  Under  the  names  of  Father,  Mother,  Sonne,  Daughter,  ZJncle ,  Aunt,  Nephew,  and  Neece,  are  comprehended  and  un- 
aerflood,  not  onely  they  who  are  fuch  in  the  immediate  or  next  Degree,  but  alfo  they  who  are  fuch  in  any  Degree 
whatfoever:  that  is  to  fay,  Grand-father,  Grand-mother,  Grand-fonne,  Grand-daughter, Great  ZJncle, Great  Aunt,  Great  Ne¬ 
phew,  Great  Neece ,  &c.  upward  and  downward  in  infinitum. 

2.  Under  the  names  of  Brother,  Sifter,  ZJncle,  Aunt,  Nephew  and  Neece,  are  comprehended  and  under  (food,  not  onely 
they  who  are  fuch  by  whole  Blood,  that  is,  both  by  Father  and  Mother,  but  alfo  they  who  are  fuch  by  half-blood, 
that  is,  either  by  Father  or  Mother. 

All  thefe  Prohibitions  are  briefly  fet  forth  to  the  Eye  in  this  following  Table.

All  thefe  Relations  of  Confanguinity  and  Affinity  are  prohibited  Marriage 

1.  By  the  Leviticall  Law,  or  Law  of  God,  either  in  expreffe  terms,  or  (which  is  all  one)  by  divers  neceffary  confequences,from 
likenefs,  parity,  or  majority  of  Reafon:  which  is  as  much  as  a  man  is  forbidden  to  marry  his  own  Grand-mother,  or  his  own 
Daughter.  For  neither  of  thefe  is  there  forbidden  in  exprefs  terms,  but  both  evidently  by  divers  neceffary  Confequences. 

2.  By  the  Civil  or  Imperiall  Law,  in  divers  exprefs  Texts  of  the  Digeft,  Code,  and  Inftitutes. 

3.  By  the  Canon  Law. 

4.  By  the  Ecclefeafticall  Lawes  of  the  Church  of  England  in  all  Ages :  Particularly,  fince  the  Reformation,  in  the  Table  let 
forth  by  Authority,  1563.  confirmed  and  commanded  to  be  fet  up  in  all  Churches  by  the  'Cation  1603. 

5.  By  feverall  Statutes  or  Adts  of  Parliament  in  this  cafe  provided  :  Particularly,  by  that  very  Statute  32  H.  S.  Cap.  38. 

which  is  the  onely  Statute  obje&ed  againfi  us  ;  and  by  that  very  Claufo  of  that  Statute,  which  is  chiefly  infilled  upon,  vffi. 
rEhatnovefethationojp’ohtijition,  except,  H)all  trouble  oHnipeachanp^amags  aUtl;outtfieEelntical  3Drgree^J 

Which  plainly  imports, that  all  Marriages  Within  the  Leviticall  degrees  (as  all  thefe  are)fhallbe  troubled  and  impeached, though 
there  were  no  exception  againfi  them  by  any  other  Law  of  God. 

6.  By  the  Lawes  of  all  other  Churches  in  the  Chriflian  VVforld,  of  what  Coun trey.  Government, or  Perfwafion  in  Religion 
foever  they  be. 

Laftly,  whereas  this  whole  Table  con  lifts  of  30  Prohibitions,  diftinguiftied  into  fix  Gaffes  by  A.  B.  for  Confanguinity ,  C.  II 
E.  F.  for  Affinity ,  and  every  Clais  into  five  Prohibitions,  by  1  2.  3.  y.  3,  7  hey  are  lo  ordered  and  dilpoled,  that  they  mutua  - 
iy  explain  and  inferr  one  another  above  100  wayes :  So  that  grant  any  one  of  them,  and  grant  alii  Deny  one, and  deny  all. 
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
